us Judge rules NSA phone 
surveillance lawful 


NEW YORK (AFP) - A US 
judge ruled Friday that the 
National Secunty Ageiiicy's 
mass surveillance of tele¬ 
phone calls is lawful, fanning 
a legal conflict likely to be 
decided ultimately by the 
Supreme Court. 

F ederal judge Willi am 
Pauley in New York threw 
out a petition from the Amer¬ 
ican Civil Liberties Union 
and said the program was 
vital in preventing an Al- 
Qaeda terror attack on Amer¬ 


ican soil 

Ten days earlier, however, 
another federal judge in 
Washington had deemed that 
NSA surveillance is probably 
unconstitutional, laying the 
groundwork for a protracted 
series oflegal challenges. 

"Tlie question for this 
court IS whether the govern¬ 
ment's bulk telephony meta¬ 
data program is lawful. 

Tins court finds it IS," said 
the 54-page ruling published 
in New York on Friday. 


Tlie scale hy which NSA 
indiscnmmately gatliers data 
on millions of pnvate calls 
was exposed by intelligence 
wlustleblower Edward Snow¬ 
den, sparking anintematianal 
and domestic outcry. 

Protected by judicial 
checks and executive and 
congressional oversight 
Pauley said the program does 
not violate the US Constitu¬ 
tion's fourth amendment nght 
against unreasonable 

searches and seizures. 

"There is no evidence that 
the government has used any 
of the bulk telephony meta¬ 
data it collected for any pur¬ 
pose 0 filer than investigating 
and disrupting terrorist at¬ 
tacks," he wrote.

US Judge rules NSA phone 
surveillance lavrful

The judge sided with US 
spy chiefs who say that by 
connecting the dots between 
archived calls and terrorist 
suspects, US officials can 
keep the country safe 

The NSA hoovers up in¬ 
formation about virtually 
every telephone call to, firom 
and witlun the United States, 
and says it is tlie only way to 
discern patterns left behind 
by foreign terror groups. 

The judge quoted tlie 2D04 
report by the 9/11 Commis¬ 
sion -- the panel which mves- 
tigated the !?Q0l Al-Qaeda 
attack on the United States — 
as saying it \vas a false choice 
between liberty and security, 
as "notiling is more apt to im- 
penl civil liberties than the 
success of a terrorist attack 
on American soil." 

"As the September lllh 
attacks demonstrate, the cost 
of missing such a tliread can 
be horrific Teclinology al¬ 
lowed Al-Qaeda to operate 
decentralised and plat inter¬ 
national terronst attacks re¬ 
motely,' he wrote. 

"The bulk telephony meta¬ 
data collection program rep¬ 
resents tlie government's 


counter-punch: connecting 
fi'agmented and fleeting com¬ 
munications to reconstruct 
and eliminate Al-Qaeda's ter¬ 
ror network."

Tlie UN Relief and Works 
Ageuii^ for Palestinian 
refugees and several rights 
groups have called on the Syr¬ 
ian regime to lift the siege of 
Yarmuk, and on both troops 
and reb els to allow aid into tlie 
camp. 

The Syrian anny has be¬ 
sieged several rebel aieas, in¬ 
cluding Moadainiyet al-Sbam 
soutliwest of tlie capital, where 
several people have reportedly 
staived to death.

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Argentina court grants abortion for teen rape 
victim 


BUENOS AIRES (AFP) - A 
CGUit m Afgentina ruled Fri¬ 
day that a 14-yeai' old rape 
victim could have an abor¬ 
tion, overturning a judge's 
earlier decision barring the 
girl from seeking tlie proce¬ 
dure 

The teenage girl discovered 
early last month that she was 
pregnant after being raped by 
her motlier's pEfftner. 

Tlie teen and her mother, 
who live in the city of Salto, 
one of the most conseivative 
in Argentina, sougjit an abor¬ 


tion at an aiea hospital. 

But a family court judge in 
a December 17 mling demed 
her petition to terminate her 
pregnancy, instead ordenng 
the girl to give lirtli and sur¬ 
render the baby for adoption. 

The lower court decision 
denying the girl an abortion 
had provoked outrage by 
women's groups which main- 
tatned that tlie judge had ex¬ 
ceeded his authority 
Judge Victor Soria had 
ruled that the right to life of 
the unborn cluld tnimped the 


rights of tlie teen, but Salta's 
Supreme Court on Fnday 
overturned that decision. 

Abortion for the most part 
IS illegal in Argentina, but 
there are exceptions, includ¬ 
ing in the case of rape, or 
when the life of tlie mother is 
at risk. 

A federal Supreme Court 
last yeai' issued a ruling that 
rape victims could not be 
pumshed for terminating a 
pregnancy, and no longer 
would need a court's pennis- 
sion to get an abortion. 


The court ruled that a 
woman's sworn statement at 
the doctor's office that she 
had been rendered pregnant 
following a sexual assault 
would be sufficient. 

But the high court ruling 
has not always been observed, 
with some conservative local¬ 
ities -- like Salto, located 
some 200 kilometers (125 
miles) from Buenos Aires -- 
still requiring that rape vic¬ 
tims seek court permission for 
an ab oitioix and in some cases 
refusing to grant it.

encrypted witliin company 
systems that can only be de¬ 
crypted by its "external, inde¬ 
pendent payment processor." 
The “key" to decrypt the data 
IS not part of the Target system 
and could not have been taken, 
it said. 

"The most important thing 
for our guests to know is that 
their debit cai'd accounts have 
not been compromised due to 
tlie encrypted PIN numbers 
being taken," Target sard. 

Tire big US retailer said on 
December 19 that some 40 
million customers may have 
been affected after hackers 
broke mto its payment data¬ 
base between November }7 
and December 15. 

Target has said previously 


that hackers had obtained data 
that included customer name, 
credit or debit card number, 
and tire card's expiration date 
and CW (the three-digit secu¬ 
rity code. 

The company is working 
widr tlie Secret Service the and 
US Department of Justice to 
investigate the data breach.

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Baseball: Brazilian trallblazer 
Gomes coming of age 



RIO DE JAHEIRO (AFP) - 
Yai Gomes says he's coming 
□f age m Major League Base- 
baU as the first Biazilian-bom 
player in league history, taking 
on a regular role as catcher for 
the Cleveland Indians. 

After a spell with the 
Toronto Blue Jays, he has 
begun to hold down a regulai' 
slot after joining Cleveland a 
yeai' ago 

Having spent the mn-up to 
Christmas in Ins homeland on 
the MLB Ambassador Tour, 
Gomes says he wants to make 
baseball more visible in the 
football-obsessed nation of 
Brazil, die host of next year's 
FIFA World Cup. 

“When I arrived (in Norlli 
America) 1 saw I was not just 
pla 3 ^ng for myself but for a 
whole countiy. That motivated 
me," Gomes said in an inter¬ 
view published Friday by 
Brazilian sports daily Lance. 

One of Ins duties as an MLB 
ambassador saw^ him help run 
a dime for youngsters m Mogi 
das Cruzes, where Gomes 
started as a cliild 

The town in Sao Paulo state 
IS also the hometown of Brazil 
and Barcelona football super- 
stai' N eymar. 

Gomes, 3d, is a major fan of 
the stnkei' and tlie football club 
Santos, where Neymar started 
out before heading for tire Mou 
Camp. 

“1 am a sanhsta. I have been 
since I was a child," said 
Gomes, who wore number dS 
witli the Blue Jays but has 


takeu the number 10 jersey 
with the Indians. 

"Tliat's because of Neymai;" 
who also wear's the “Pele' num¬ 
ber for Brazil, Gomes said. 

Gomes has become some¬ 
thing of atrailblazer as compa¬ 
triot Andre Rienzo this yeai' 
joinedtlie Clncago White Sox 
as a pitcher. 

Gomes helped Ins countiy to 
qualify for tbs year's World 
Baseball Classic, where the 
samba star's under Barry 
Larkin were bested by Japan, 
Cuba and China. 

Having started to make an 
impression with the Indians, 
Gomes elected not to play in 
the event itself and concenti'ate 
on bs club progression

NFL: Back surgery ends Romo’s 
season as Cowboys face Eagles 


DALLAS (AFP) - Dallas Cow¬ 
boys star quarterback Tony 
Romo will miss ttie team's 
biggest National Football 
League game of the season 
after undergoing back sur¬ 
gery Friday following a henri- 
ated disk. The Cowboys will 
play host to Philadelphia in 
Sunday's final game of the 
NFL regular season to decide 
the NFC North division cham¬ 
pion and a playoff berth. The 
loser will miss the playoffs. 

Cowboys coach Jason Gar¬ 
rett said Romo was crushed at missing the decisive showdown after leading the Cow¬ 
boys to this point for the past four months. Romo, who suffered the injury last week in 
a victory over Washington, will need at least three months to recover, leaving backup 
Kyle Orton to lead the Cowboys into their biggest game of the year and in the playoffs 
if needed. Romo, 33, threw for3,B2S yards and 31 touchdowns and ID interceptions in 
15 games this seasonfor Dallas, which signed Jon Kitnato serve as a backup to Orton 
on Sunday. Cowboys owner Jerry Jones saidtheteam hoped Romo would respond to 
painkillers and be well enough to face the Eagles but it was apparent by Thursday that 
would not be the case. Rom o guided the Cowboys on a nine-play, 87-yard drive for the 
winning touchdown last week against Washington and threw the winning touchdown 
pass to DeMarco Murray despite his ruptured disk. This will mark the third season in a 
row that the Cowboys will face a season finale in which the winner reaches the playoffs 
as division champion andthe loser misses the playoffs. Dallas previously tost to Wash¬ 
ington last year andthe New Yot1( Giants In 2011.
